"AN: INTERVIEW WITH GENERAL ‘ 
IGNATIE: 


(Correspondent of “ World.” 
- I saw General Ignatieff for a short time 
yesterday. . " 

I found the: General in his apartments af 
the Hétel du Rhin in the Place Vendémo. 
He is living very modestly in Paris—I was 
going to say quietly, but that can hardly be 
troe of a man every moment of whose time 
is taken’ up in paying or receiving visits of 
state, Still the Hétel du Rhin would afford 
tho. General perfect repose if only he were 
able to enjoy it. It is one of the old- 
fashioned French houses, whose exolusive- 
ness is preserved by the very simplicity of 
their internal arrangements. The nouveane 
riches would not, be likely to crowd ‘to an 
establishment where an old woman answers, 
questions at the porter’s lodge. 

T was introduced to the General by the 
Prince Tzeretelen, the young Russian who is 
accompanying him’ as private secretary. 
‘He stands between me and the newspaper 
correspondents,’ said the General laughingly, 
in the course of our interview. . 

Half a dozen desoriptions of the personal 
appearance of the General have leat op 
peared, and, I do‘not know ate T should add 
to thelr number, J found a shortish man of 
middle age, partially bald, and with 
manner of what I should judge to be studied 
bonhomie, put on perhaps to counteract an 
effect of great astutences in the expression 
of the small or: half-olosed eyes.

TAE “STABAT MATER.” 
Atrnovan this quaint. old hymn: will 
hardly compare, for di ity and power, 
with the famous “ Dies ime,” or the “Ave 
* Sancte Spiritus ;” yet its beauty and pathos 
“have never been surpassed. It was written 
towards tho. close of the tbirteenth century, 
by a Branolacan monk, Giacomo Bendottl. 
fore. joining tho order; he had. practised 
asa lawyer iw his native town, Tudertum, 
but waa so overwhelmed with griof-at the 
“ awhally sudden doath of his wife that he 
forsook bis profession: and retired into a 
Franciscan convent, In the words of s 
‘weiter on this ‘mubjeot in “ Maomillan’s 
Magazine :"—-“ Sorrow did not, indeed, 
niske him a post; but it revealed to him 
that he was one, _The Madonna and her 
Divine Child became the objects of his 
love, and‘ ‘amongst all his poems none are 
miore beautiful thati those addressed to her, 
It' was probably in one-of his sleepless 
nights when the Cross was prossing heavily 
upon him that he wrote the ‘ Stabat Mater,’ 
every line of which seems ‘dipped: in his 
heart's blood.” The poem soon became 
famous, and’ was almost immediately adopt- 
ed by the Catbolic Church, and incorporated 
with ‘hor’ ‘liturgy. - Notwithstanding the 
number of yerslons of this renowned hymn 
which have appeared from time to time, 
‘we venture to give. one more—the work of 
Mr J. Brunton Stephent—-which, for close- 
pens to the original and beauty of dict{on,.

GOLD-FIELDS REMINISCENCES, 
: YRE WEDDEN MOUNTAIN BANDITTL, 


Fow people in Australie but those who 
were on the spot and "' takin’ notes” day by 
day, can have even the faintest idea of the 
state of affairs in the “ disturbed districts” 
of New South Wales—-notably Lambing 
Flat and the Lachlan—at, the time when 
Gardinor and his gang of bushrangers were 
lovying “black mail” with impunity. over 
hondreds of miles of country, in the midst 
of large centres of population, and setting 
the Government and all constituted antho- 
rity at defiance, . Solong.as they continu- 
ed banded together the police: were utterly 


* | poworless to effect their, capture, or to put 


any considerable check on. their, lawless 
career. In the matter of capture, the boot 
was entirely on the other leg, inasmuch as 
thoy. made prisoners on. different occasiong 
of three sub-inspectors (Norton, Shadforth, 
and O'Neill), and something like 9 score of 
mounted and foot constables, ie pug 

Tho wonderful exploits of Gardiner, and 
hig career of unbroken success, soon made 
him famous, and he becdme especially a 
hero in the eyes of the young native-born 
station-hands, whom he was well known 
before he “turned out,” and who of course 
afforded him important assistance:after his 
debut a6 & public character. 

Several of these flooked to his standard 
—O'Meally, Ben Hall, Gilbert, Burke, and 
one or two others; all excellent horsemen. 
Whot made them more powerful, and thoir 
extirpation next to impossible, was their 
being all closely. related to many of the 
small squatters and settlers of the ‘ Flat” 
and the neighborhood of the “ Wedden,” 
who gave them sHelter when they needed 
it, obtained and supplied them with in., 
formation, and acted as ‘agents in every 
way, ay 

Then commenced the “ Reign of Terror,” 
beginning with the murder of Barnes, a 
‘wtorekeeper, by’ O’Meally, -the. most on- 
sorupulons villain of the lot, this being a 
planned thing on the part of O’Meally to 
wipe out on old score, Gardiner was not 
fond of shooting if it could be avolded, and 
it may be said en passant that none of the 
fellows who were counected with this gang 
from first to last, except O'Meally and 
Dutin, were of the bloodthiraty sort, 

The five desperate men now composing 
the “Weddeo Mountain Banditti," with 
their well-arranged system of ‘“ bush 
telographs”—as thelr noouts were styled — 
and thelr namsrova coniections, became 
quite a power in the State.”
